Democrats Made Him Eat

Far-Reaching Changes in 
the Political World. . 


Supreme Court Decisions of 
Great Importance.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 31.—Twelve 
months of 1913 wrought changes in 
the American government—political, 
economical, financial—probably more 
far-reaching than any other year of 
the last quarter century—this was ap- 
parent today in a backward glance 
over the memorable events of the last 
year in all branches of governmenta! 
activity. 

A Democratic administration in na- 
tional affairs came to power in this 
twelve months with a Democratic 
President and a Democratic Congress 
at his back for the first time since 
Cleveland occupied the White 
H . The firat constitutional amend- 
ments since 1870 were perfected, pro- 
viding two radical changes in the 
fundamentals of government—an in- 
come tax and the direct election of 
Senators. 

@ national bank and currency sys- 
tem, designed to float the debt of the 
Civil War, and which has operated 
ever since, was reorganized into a 
Federal reserve system in which the 
central bank plan, the dominant sys- 
tem of Europe, was rejected and « 
financial reorganization perfected. 

A Democratic tariff law became ef- 
fective, the first since the Wilson bill 
of 1893, and one of the most compre- 
hensive tariff measures ever enacted. 

A. parcel post system was brought 
into successful operation, and some of 
its rates were later reduced while cer- 
tain limitations were extended. 

The Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion began a pliysical valuation of rail- 
ways—a project which will cost mil- 


the | tions and take years to complete, but 


which is expected ultimately to pro- 
vide a basis of rate making. 

Meanwhile the fifty-two great east- 
ern railway system renewed applica- 
tion at once for 5 per cent. general 
increase in freight rates, and the com- 
mission directed regulations in express

SUPREME COURT. 


The Supreme Court laid down sev- 
eral deciarations of deep-rooted im- 
It decided that owners of 
copyrights and patents may not con- 
trol the price at which retail dealers 
resell their products to the consumer.

FOREIGN RELATIONS. 

In relations, affairs of the 
year were hardly less eventful. Secre- 
tary Bryan's proposal for internationa! 
peace Was accepted in principle by 
more than thirty nations, and treaties 
with the United States actually were 
signed by the Netherlands and Nicara- 


gua. 

The most important pronounce- 
ments of the administration's foreign 
policy were made by President W iisen 
when he withdrew the support of the 
United States from the bankers’ six- 
power Chinese loan; in his Latin- 
American statement in which he pro- 
claimed the intention of the United 
States to ize on the western 
hemisphere only those governments 
“founded on law and order,” in his 
now noted Mobile speech in which he 
pointed out the menace of foreign 
concessions to the peace and security 
of Central and South America. 

Relations with Mexico—the Ameri- 
can government's refusal to recog- 
nize Huerta, and a spirited exchange 
of notes on the subject, were the 
diplomatic events of the year. Great 
Britain's protest against the exemp- 
tion of American shipping from tolls 
in the Panama Canal and Japan's 
protest against the anti-alien land leg- 
islation in California, were the two 
other principal features. They still 
are in the course of diplomatic dis- 
cussion. 


TRADE.
